OUNGSTOWN, O., July —Re- 

ports that several of the larger 
automobile manufacturers will not 
close their plants for vacations or 
other causes this summer are en- 
couraging Mahoning Valley manu- 
facturers of sheets, strip, bars and 
}other fabricated steel products fur- 
nished to the motor industry in 
large quantity by mills of this dis- 
trict. 
|--Youngstown mill operations in the 
jlast half of the week were highe: 
than in several weeks, with the aver- 
age at 41 per cent., against 34 per 
cent. at the beginning of the week 
Increases in steel ingot production 
by such companies as Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube Company and Re- 
public Steel Corporation brought 
about the advance. Carnegie Steel 
Company activity in the Mahoning 
Valley also gained.

One of the severest tests 
required three rounds trips up and down Palmer Hill, near 
Bridal Veil, Ore., a mile and a half each way, over grades 
ranging from 7 to 26 per cent. The trucks were required 
to stop and start on the grades and to shift gears while 
Fifteen minutes were allotted 
for the climb, exclusive of time out for stops. It also was 
specified that water in the radiator must not boil and that 
the transmission and differential must not overheat. 
Brakes were tested on the steepest grades for grip and 
coolness. Two full stops were required on a 20 per cent. 
grade by service and foot brakes respectively. Replenish- 
ing of oil, water and gasoline was not permitted during the 
entire hill test.

The Motor Bureau permits cars 
to be listed free of charge or to be 
at its warehouse. All that the 
owner has to do is to state the 
least price which he will accept and 
the Motor Bureau then endeavors 
to get this price clear of all ex- 
pense for the owner 

This aspect of its service has the 
backing of a large number of aulo- 
mobile concerns in Vancouver, which 
point out that if the Motor Bureau 
can succeed in putting over this 
idea it will eliminate the necessity 
of having to make two sales to make 
a clear profit on a single car. The 
old problem of trade-in allowances 
on cars will be eliminated and much 
of the grieving of new car sales- 
manship will be reduced to a mini- 
mum.

C. MEAD of the Merchants’ Association of New York

Mead believes that the new desire of business executives to 
get at facts is the reason for their increased demands on the 
trade associations. 

If this is true, and there is no doubt that it is, we have 
another benefit from the depression. In boom times indus- 
trial executives are more interested in developing the already 
heavy demand for their products and in improving said 
products than in finding out the wherefors and whys of 
business. As long as orders continue to pour in, they do 
not care very much what makes them, so long as they keep 
on pouring. 


But with the depression came a very keen desire to} 


know why the stream of orders had been dammed or slowed 
down to a trickle. By the time we get over this trying 
period a large number of industrial executives are going to 
know more than they ever did before about the fundamental 


facts of their business. 
There never was a time when there was such valuable 


work to be done by wideawake and intelligent trade asso-| 


ciations as there is today. In the automotive field we have 
not quite the same understanding of this as exists in other 
trades, because we have had the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, the M. E. A., the N. S. P. A., the 
N. A. D. A. and the S. A. E., all energetic and forceful trade 
associations, providing facts and figures for their members 
to apply to their individual cases. By the end of this 
depression we shall probably see a good many more trade 
associations of the sort that we have in the automotive field.
